It is a fine, modern 
structure of salmon-colored brick and 
grey stone, electric ilghted and steam 
heated, with classroom and sleeping 
accommodation for about 100 scholars 
and the necessary staff. The school

acres. The school will draw its stu- 
dents from the following reserves: 
Hobbema, Sampson, Louis Bull, Mon- 
tana, Pigeon Lake, Saddle Lake, 
White Fish and Good Fish Lakes, and 
a few children’may come from Waba- 
mun. The school age is from six to 
sixteen years. The school is built 
and owned by the federal government, 
but it is under the control and man-

NEW SETTLERS SHOULD 


BE OF THE BEST ONLY 


Ottawa, March 22—With recommen- 
dations regarding the selection, assim- 
ilation and employment of immigrants, 
representatives of the Federated 
Boards of Trade of Ontario waited on 
Hon, J. A. Robb, minister of immigra- 
tion and colonization. here yesterday 
afternoon. The opinions presented to 
the minister were the result of a con- 
vention of the Federated Boards of 
trade and were presented by Hon. 
George P. Smith, former minister of 
education in the provincial cabinet of 
Alberta. 

In presenting the case to the minis- 
er it was said that as large a percent- 
age as possible of new settlers should 
be of British, American or Scandinay- 
jan extraction. Those incapable of 
good citizenship in a vigorous north- 
ern slime should not be brought to 
Canadian shores. In regard to assim- 
ilation any immigration policy even 
remotely approaching the “open door” 
would be more acceptable if accom- 
panied by an assurance that the fed- 
eral authorities would assume a great- 
er responsibility in the future to make 
sure that uniformity of opportunity of 
education would be given to non-Eng- 
lish settlers who are brought in. A 
national council on citizenship should 
be created. It was pointed out that 
in only one year between 1900 and 1920 
did the percentage of non-English- 
speaking immigrants exceed 25 per 
cent of the total number entering the 
country, 

The increase in population was in 
no proportion to the immigration fig- 
ures during the past twenty years, it 
was stated. Something had been fun- 
damentally wrong with the. economic 
conditions in Canada. The deputation 
stated in, presenting their case that 
too little attention in the past had 
been paid to the development of the 
Canadian natural resources, Lowost 
possible transportation - rates. should 
be secured, ' 

The development of Pacific ports 
was urged and the building of needed 
railways....The use of. Canadian coal 
throughout Canada should be brought 
about if possible.

Power of 


Suggestion 


A scientist, lecturing before a large 
audience, produced a phial containing 
a colorless liquid, and poured some of 
its contents over a bunch of cotton. 
He told his audience that he wanted 
to make an experiment in the diffusion 
of an odor, and asked them to let 
him know, by holding up their hands, 
when they sensed the odor. In a few 
seconds most of the hands in the first 
row of seats went up vigorously. In 
a little over half a minute the odor 
had reached the back seats, and at 
the end of a minute several people 
were so powerfully and unpleasantly 
affected by it that they left the hall, 
The lecturer then told his audience 
that there was nothing but water in 
the phial, and that what they had 
smelt was not an odor but a sugges: 
tion! We are all influenced one way 
or another, for good or for ill, by 
suggestion, The suggestion of infer- 
lority projected into the minds of boys 
and girls by parents and teachers, or 
others in authority over them, has 
held more people back, blighted the 
possibilities of more men and women 
than any other thing. Fault-finding, 
carping criticism, and the constant 
suggestion of dullness, stupidity, awk- 
wardness, inefficiency, failure, lack of 
ability to do what others of their age 
are doing is every year sowing the 
seeds of discouragement, of timidity, 
of self-depreciation and of disbelief in 
themselves—the seeds of failure—in 
the minds of millions of young people. 
The suggestion of their inferiority, 
indelibly stamped upon the subcon- 
scious mind, becomes a part of their 
very being, and they start out in life 
foredoomed to, failure, though posess- 
ing sufficient natural ability to make 
them eminently successful. 


Too Lazy 
To Think 


We wonder if there are such peo- 
ple? We confess to a feeling of fam- 
iliarity with the type, yet we dislike 
to assert, or even to suspéct, that some 
of our acquaintances incline to this 
type; and we dislike still more to ad- 
mit that at times we ourselves may 
show symptoms, perhaps, of mental 
inertness and indolence. To tell the 
truth, thinking isn’t always an easy 
thing, and not all that is called think- 
ing is the genuine article. Most of 
us are famillar enough with thinking 
that works half-way through a prob- 
lem, and then jumps to a. conclusion. 
Much of our thinking is shallow. We 
look at the difficulty; we skim the 
surface of it; we settle it at once; 
and, naturally, we settle it wrongly. 


Wherever we go we find men who 
have solutions for every problem. On 
every bookstall there are volumes 
which settle questions with a great 
display of learning, and possibly a 
masterly use of words, but we know 
that the settlement :s one that does 
not settle, the solution is one that does 
not solve. There are a million men 
who know just how to deal with the 
Reparations problem, who know just 
how to deal with unemployment, who 
know just how to handle Russia's 
puzzle, and who are prepared to give 
you in, the short space of an hour or 
two a satisfactory solution to any 
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difficulty which is puzzling any na- 
-tion. 

These people all think; 
doubt as to that; but many of them 
do not face the facts fairly and strive 


there is no 


honestly for a solution. They think 
they do, but when they meet some fact 
that does not fit their theory they 
thrust it aside, and proceed to reach 
the conclusion they want to reach. 
This is speedy, and to the individual 
himself, satisfactory; but it gets the 
world nowhere. Shallow. thinking 
solves nothing. We must tackle the 
hard part of our problem if we wish 
to reach a satisfactory result, This 
usually means that the man who 
thinks isn’t half as cocksure as the 
man who doesn’t, and doesn’t know 
half as much as the other thinks he 
knows; yet if the world is to move 
forward it can only be by the aid of 
men who are not afraid to tackle hard 
problems, and who are willing to face 
all the facts and struggle through as 
best they can to a practical solution. 
The thinker will always be master, 
and the man who is too lazy to use 
his brain must perforce depend upon 
some one else; for mind still controls 
matter and will continue to do so.—Ex.

Re- potting! should be anne in March 
just before growth begins, or even 
earlier if plants stored in the’ cellar 
show signs of growth, Many of them 
;can be divided to make extra plants. 
| there is a difference between shifting 
and re-potting. Shifting is changing 
to a larger pot. without disturbing the 
| ball of earth on the plant, but in re- 
potting all the earth possible is taken 
| away and fresh supplied. Shifting 
| may be done at any sedson, but re- 
potting only when the plant is dor- 
mant or when’ growth just begins. If 
a plant is not doing well or has appar- 
ently ceased growth, it should be 
turned out of its pot and examined. 
If there is a network of roots around 
the earth it needs shifting. In shift- 
ing a pot about two. sizes larger 
should be used. It is better to make 
several shifts than to use too large 
a pot. Plants grown solely for their 
foliage need large pots, Some auth- 
orities favor fertilizing at frequent in- 
tervals instead of re-potting, using a 
teaspoonful of bonemeal once a month 
to a seven or eight-inch pot. In re- 
potting, the roots should never be 
touched with the fingers if it can be 
avoided, as they do not like to be 
handled. An inch should be left be- 
tween the surface of the soil and the 
top of the pot, or the water will run 
off instead of soaking in. They should 
be watered thoroughly at first and 
then let alone until the soil looks dry, 
and the temperature of the water 
should be the same as the tempera- 
ture of the room. Some advise hot 
water in the saucer, but others say 
it weakens the plant. Nature never 
uses hot water and she is a pretty 
good gardener, Re-potted plants 
should be showered every other day 
if possible, but at least once a week, 
as it keeps down insects, and washes 
off dust that clogs the pores. Plants 
need to breathe the same as we do. 


Chrysanthemums which were put 
away in the cellar in the fall should 
now be brought to the light. Suckers 
will soon appear around the ‘crown, 
which may, when three or four inches 
high, be taken out and potted. This 
will provide a large number of plants. 
If the centre is pinched out when the 
young plant is about four inches high, 
new branches form, which in their 
turn may be pinched out. The bits 
pinched out may often be used for 
new plants. These attractive plants 
originated in China 2,000 years ago. 
The name comes from chrysos, gold, 
and anthemon, a flower. 

Nearly everyone tries to have @ 
Boston fern. This needs a rest for 
two months in every year, and just 
after this rest is a good time to re- 
pot. Often young fronds will be seen 
around the edge of the branches, and 
these will make fresh plants for use. 
Asparagus Sprengeri is the fern 
whose long fronds look something like 

asparagus 


leaves turn yellow and drop off. This 
{8 an indication that it needs re-potting 
or that it has had too much water. 
The old spikes should be cut back 
from time to time to allow new ones 
to develop. This fern is a great fav- 
orite for hanging baskets. Sometimes 
there are dainty, tiny white blossoms 
all along the spray, which later de- 
velop into red berries, the color and 
size of those seen on the garden as- 
paragus, but it is rather shy about 
showing either blossoms or berries. 
The feathery fern used so much by 
florists with cut flowers is the varicty 
known as Asparagus Plumosus, and it 
should be trained on a trellis or tied 
up, though I once saw a manificent 
specimen that stood on a small stand 
five feet high. Its trailing branches 
reached the floor. 

Quite often now we see an old-fash- 
ioned plant which we used to call 
Strawberry Geranium, because it put 
forth long runners with little plants 
at the end, just as the strawberry 


does. These little plants may be 
taken off to form new ones. The 
pretty, round leaves, marked with 


white are like those of the Cyclamen, 
Fexcept that they are covered with 
many fine hairs. It. too. is much used 
for hanging baskets, and is a useful 
plant, as it will stand a very low tem- 
perature. The flower is spider-shaped 
very interesting and delicate. It is 
from China and its true name is very 
imposing, Saxifraga Sarmentosa. 

If we have a pot of Tradescantia, or 
Wandering Jew, we may get from it 
sufficient plants to form edgings for 
our summer hanging baskets or win- 
dow boxes, a8 tho tiniest branch will 
soon take root and grow. It stems 
will droop six feet, or they may be 
trained up six feet. The most com- 
mon yariety is green.

white. If any Hydrangeas have been 
stored in the cellar, they should now 
be vrought up and will soon start 
{nto growth. Heliotropes, Vincas and 
Pelargoniums may also be divided 
and re-potted. Hanging baskets that 
were stored in the fall should be 
looked over, as many of the plants 
will still be alive, and if potted and 
brought to the light will again make 
good plants, If we handle our plants 
well in March, increasing them as 
much as possible, we shall have the 
wherewithal for filling many window 
boxes and baskets in the spring.

. OF SEED GRAIN 


Persons looking: for ‘reliable infor-|- 


mation as to where desirable seed of 
approved varieties may be purchased 
will find the Canadian Seed Growers 
association, 114 Victoria street, Otta- 
wa, one of the most satisfactory 
sources upon which to draw. This or- 
ganization is composed of several hun- 
dred growers of high grade seed 
grain. They operate according to de- 
finite rules in order that: their seed, 
if satisfactory, may be in line to re- 
ceive the highest official seed grade, 
namely “Registered Seed”. This 
grade of seed is. required to be pure 
as to variety, free from weed seeds 
and other impurities, contain not 
more than one seed of other cultivat- 
ed crops per five pounds of seed, and 
germinate at least 90 per cent. Seed 
which does not quite comply with this 
high standard, insofar as freedom from 
cultivated grain is concerned, but 
which does not contain more seeds of 
other cultivated grains than a total 
of ten to the pound, may receive the 
official seed grade called Extra No..1. 
It is one of these grades which the 
farmer should endeavor to secure for 
seeding. 


The association ‘constitutes the chief 
medium through which the pedigreed 
seed produced at the experimental 
farm is propagated and brought into 
commerce. It also cooperates with 
our best seed merchants, the latter 
purchasing a considerable proportion 
of their supplies from or through the 
former. The association is, therefore, 
in a position to direct prospective pur- 
chasers weherever they may be as to 
where they may most likely be able 
to secure registered or extra No. 1 
seed of the varieties which will give 
them satisfactory results. 

The'commercial value of pure vital 
seed of productive varieties‘is fully 
recognized by a great number of our 
best farmers. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, it is not appreciated very fully 
as yet by the average crop raiser. 


RED DEER GETS | 
READY TO MEET 
NEW SETTLERS 


Red Deer, March 22—The next big 
batch of settlers from the Hebride 
Islands is expected to arrive in the 
Red Deer district about the middle of 
next month. 


The Scottish Immigrant Aid Society 
last year acquired from the land set- 
tlement branch of the department of 
immigration, then the soldiers’ ‘set- 
tlement board, the old industrial 
school, about four miles west of Red 
Deer with the large farm attached to 
it. Right through the winter, Mr. 
Hugh Clarke,.of Red Deer, has been 
busy repairing and overhauling: the 
buildings of the institution, and they 
are now in better shape than they 
have been for many years. In addi- 
tion to this, six cottages have been 
erected and are now practically ready 
for occupation. The Carter Hall Con- 
struction company, of Edmonton, be- 
ing the contractors. The society are 
also arranging for the erection of six 
cottages near Wetaskiwin and six 
near Edmonton. 

The Hebrideans who camé last year 
did not get settled quite so readily as 
some over-sanguine people had led 
them to expect and there was a little 
disappointraent which was magnified 
by gossip into quite a kick, but in the 
end they all got placed satisfactorily 
in what was really a remarkable short 
time. If this continuation of the ex- 
periment is as successful as its incep- 
tion, Alberta may reasonably expect 
a steady stream of these settlers, as 
long and as fast as the country can 
absorb them,

C..W. Burnt, of Winnipeg, travelling 
salesman for a Winnipeg manufactur- 
er of asbestos and asphaltic products 
was in Edmonton the other day, and 
began a searce for further details re- 
gaiding the McMurray tar sands. 

After viewing several sainples of 
work done with this material, Mr. 
Burnt said he could continue his in- 
vestigations further on the subject, so 
as to report back to his cumpany the 
poss}ility of using Alberta asphalt 
instead of Trinidad matasfl. It was 
suggested that if it was found imprac- 
tirahie or unprofitable vo transport 
the McMurray tar sans to Winnipeg, 
that, like Mahomet, the factory could 
com? to the mountain, or ac ledst as 
near, to it as Edmonioa, 

With abundance of pulp or paper 
malhing material also aniasont to the 
mountain. of tar sand with an asphal- 
tic base, it would appear profitable to 
utilize these almost inexhaustible re- 
souices of northern Albortx so that, 
not only the roads could be paved, 
but the houses of Albarta «lv: could 
be rocfed with an Alberta made pro- 
dict, which might even develop Jnto 
the snhere of an 9x7) 't business con-

Success of Municipal Hospitals 
During the past four years, accord- 
ing to figures prepared by A. K, Whis- 
ton, supervisor of hospitals for Al- 
berta, the rural municipal hospitals 
system has cared for a total of 21,142 
patients, at the low average cost of 
approximately $15, based on operating 
costs, The period covered is from 
1920 to 1923 inclusive. Had these pa- 
tients been cared for at city hospital 
rates, and provided with the same ser- 
vice, the cost per case would have 
been approximately $45. 

During the four years mentioned 
the rural municipal hospitals system 
not only cared for the total of pa- 
tients as stated, but also provided, in 
addition to the ordinary hospital ser- 
vices, a total of 1470 major operations 
and 3123 minor operations, and had a 
total of 3012 maternity cases. In 1920 
there were but $ hospitals operating 
with a total of 160 beds. Today there 
are 15 hospitals with a total of 277 
beds. | 

In 1923 the rural hospitals were op- 
erated at the low ayerage cost per | 
patient per day of $3.12, being the cost | 
based on a total of 67,941 hospital | 
days, with a total operating expendi- 
ture of $212,417.28. In Drumheller | 
hospital, which had the largest num-| 
ber of patient days, the operating cost 
was as low as $2.92 per patient day. 

It is expected that at least five new, 
hospital districts will be put into op- 
eration during the coming year. Some 
of these are expected to come into op: 
eration within the next few months, 

Telephone Statistics 

The provincial . government . tele- 
phone system in Alberta now serves | 
a total of 969 communities in Alberta, 
and has established connections with 
455 offices in the province of Saskat- 
chewan, 239 offices in Manitoba, 78 
in the western states, and 32 in B.C. 
In addition to this telephone connec- 
tion has on occasions been establish- 
ed with Chicago and other points in 
the east. These are some of the tacts | 
contained in the annual report of the! 
telephone department for 1923,

compares with 16,500 bushels market- 
ed during the season of 1922-83. <A 
great deal of seed is going out to the 
farmers in the province. as well as to 
points abroad.
